MOVING around the country with the Austra- 
lian “A” and squads is an interesting 
experience.

After his “B” players turned on a splendid 
performance against Glasgow Rangers in Mel- 
bourne, Thomson promptly dropped Richard 
Miranda and Doug Brown for the next match. 

“| know people say you should not change a 
winning team,” said Thomson, “but we didn’t 
win anyway. It was a 0 - 0 draw!” 

Pressed further on why Theo Selemidis and 
Gary Cole had been brought into the team, 
Thomson stressed that one of his tasks during 
this hectic series of matches was to unearth 
talent for the national team. 

“You cannot do that by keeping players on 
the bench,” added Thomson. 

Arok, meanwhile, believes it is a major 
priority to get a settled team. 

‘We should be grateful for that, bearing in 
mind the bewildering chopping and changing 
of personnel which plagued Australia’s na- 
tional squad during the Rudi Gutendorf 
regime. 

Far better for Australia to have Arok con- 
servatism in place of the Gutendorf weiter of 
team changes. 

On the other hand, it might be argued that, 
with the World Cup eliminations almost 18 
months away, the anxiety to get a settled team 
is premature. 

The World Soccer Series gives Arok an 
excellent opportunity to blood several players 
who are not — at the moment — first choice 
for Australia. 

He probably would not agree but if such a 
policy produced only two or three capable 
candidates for the World Cup eliminations, 
this might be of more benefit to the Socceroos 
than finding a settled team at this early stage. 

On the topic of team changes, we hear there 
is some pressure on Arok to replace Joe Wat- 
son with a younger man. 

We do not believe you can dump players 
merely because of the date on their birth 
certificates.

Two minutes later, Joe 
Watson sent over a corner 
which led to Australia’s 
opening goal. Rangers 
keeper Peter McCloy 
came out to attempt to 
punch, but he had to 
climb above Mitchell and 
failed to connect properly, 
and powerful Steve 
O'Connor volleyed the 
dropping ball like a rocket 
into the goal.

‘Then along came Lewis 
and he had to be fitted in 


somewhere, so MeKendry 
went against his prefer- 
ence and played with 
three strikers. 

However, McKendry 
was never really happy 
with the accommodation 
of Lewis, and whenever 
things were going wrong 
on the field it was often 
Lewis who came off. 

Since the return of 
Lewis to his old club 
Green Gully, South Mel- 
bourne is still spluttering 
without consistency in 
style, or in the picking up 
of points. 

Tt has top players but 
they are not, as yet able to 
coordinate as a team. 

In the past, McKendry 
has been noted for his 
ability to produce a good 
team performance, some- 
times at the expense of 
individual flair. 


His preference is for 
simple, one or two-touch 
passing movements, 
based on early support for 
the man on the ball. 

Players such as Oscar 
Crino, Alan Davidson, 
Carl Halford and Kenny 
Murphy may not fit readi- 
ly into that style. 

This is a testing period 
for McKendry’s coaching 
career in Australia, 

He had success with the 
Victorian State team and 
with Heidelberg using 
players whom he knew 
very well — many of 
whom had been on 
coaching courses under 
him. 

They accepted his 
methods very readily. 

In recent times he has 
been moving from club to 
club without the same ad- 
vantage he had at Heidel- 
berg. 

It will take longer for his 
players to adapt to his 
methods and even to ac- 
cept them. 

In the meantime, he is 
at a very impatient club in 
South Melbourne which 
does not give anybody too 
much time, as Dave 
McLaren found out some 
years ago. 

McLaren has had suc- 
cess with Sydney City 
(then Hakoah) and joined 
South Melbourne, but he

Often a long spell at 
one club can hide the 
weaknesses in a coach. 

When a coach is suc- 
cessful over an extended 
period at a club he be- 
comes fully accepted by 
players, committee and 
spectators. 

They look to his 
strengths rather than his 
weaknesses. 

The coach knows 
thoroughly the make-up 
of his players and of his 
key committeemen, and 
this is a great advantage. 

Frank Arok and Eddie 
Thomson enjoy this 
privileged position at the 
moment. 

Once they leave the 
shelter of this position, 
things can change ... as 
they did for Gerry Chaldi, 
who also had outstanding 
success at Sydney City, 
but had West Adelaide 
down the bottom of the 
league and did not last 
there. 

John Watkiss had a 
similar situation at 
Sutherland where he had 
stayed for seven success- 
ful years. 

I had a similar four- 
year spell at Sutherland 
and was just commencing 
a further five-year con- 
tract, when | was offered 
the St George job. 

Unlike Frank Arok, 1 
found it anything but a 
haven. 

‘As you move from club 
to club it is a great test of 
your flexibility, if you wish 
to survive, 

Probably the weakness 
in Len McKendry's make 
up to date has been a 
certain inflexibility in his 
methods and approach to 
players. 

His recent movements 
to various clubs will be of 
major benefit to him, 
especially if he can sur- 
vive his current test at 
South Melbourne and find 
the success that would 
consolidate his coaching 
career. 


LHAVE been following the 
NSL now for about four 
years, and it has become 
jistastefully apparent to 
me that clubs are relying 
too heavily on second- 
rate English players to 
form their teams. 

The sad fact is that 
these players who have 
been rejected in Britain 
deprive Australian 
youngsters of NSL foot- 
ball. 


One fact which I find 
totally disgusting on inter- 
national level is that the 
British players often go on 
to represent Australia in 
international fixtures. For 
example, in the current 
“International Squad’, 
names like Watson, Cant, 
Robertson, Egan, Brown, 
Murphy and Ratcliffe, ap- 

All these players 


have been rejected or 
rather didn’t make the 
grade in their our 
country. 
It's high time the ASF 
woke up to itself and stop- 
ped this debacle which is 
currently taking place. 
Let’s face it, these British 
“Aussies” have less pat- 
riotic feeling than the 
local boys in playing for 
Australia. 
We have proven that 
our local talent matches 
that of the world with 
youth results. Such play- 
ers of international stan- 
dard as  Patikas, 
Wheatley, 
Crino, Katholos, David- 
son, Jennings, Ras- 
kopoulos, Yankos, Dakos, 
Kosmina, Soper, etc 
should he in our national 
team. If we lose, we lose 
as Australian, not as sec- 
ond rate Brits.
